Because of the importance of the 
ruling. it is expected that the pipe 
line company will carry the case 
to the courts. In anticipation of 
such action the commission raised 
issues in the case that were de- 
signed to obtain a fina! ruling from 
the courts on power of the State to 
regulate the gas pipe lines. The 
procedure likely wilt be for the 
company to apply to the Federal 
courts for an injunction to re- 
strain the conimission from enforc- 
ing its order. on the ground it ts 
an interference with interstate 
commerce. 

While this order deals only witb 
industrial gas sales by the one 
company, the ruling, if sustained 
by the courts, will apply tq other 
natural gas companics doing busi- 
ness by the same methods, and will 
open the way for the commission 
to go intc the reasonableness of 
rates now fixed by the companies 
for gas sold to subsidiary distrib- 
uting companies for sale to domes- 
tic consumers. The commission 
also could inquire into alleged dis- 
crimination between industrial and 
domestic natural gas rates. 


Unregulated sales of natural gas 
are being made to industrial users 
in the St. Louis territory by two 
companies, The Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation, whose pipe line 
extends from Monroe, La., to St. 
Louis, is selling gas direct to a 
number of large industrial consum- 
ers, at rates as low as 13 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. 

The Missouri Industrial Gas Co. 
buys natural gas from the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corporation and 
sells it to industrial users. This 
company is a subsidiary of the 
Utilities Power and Light Co. of 
Chicago, which controls the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis. 
The latter company sells artificial 
gas in St. Louis. ¥ 

The natural gas pipe line com- 
panies, which have been entering 
the State in increasing numbers, 
have fixed their own rates for gas 
sold to distributing companies in 
cities and towns served. In many 
instances the distributing company 
is a subsidiary or affiliated com- 
pany of the pipe line interests.

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Treasury Complies With Hoover's 
Economy Instructions. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Slash- 
ing expenditures for the 1933 fiscal 
year, the Treasury has -complied 
with President Hoover's economy 
instructionsce by eliminating $6,0090,- 
000 from its budget. 

This saving is exclusive of the 
Federal building program which 
was enlarzed by Congress at Presi- 
dent Hoover's recommendation to 
alleviate the unemployment situa- 
tion. It calls for an expenditure of 
$120,000,000 in 1933 as compared 
with $60,000,000 appropriated this 
year, and will make the *»tal Treas- 
ury Outlay $314,000,000, or $54,000.- 
000 more than was appropriated for 
the present fiscal year. Deducting 
the public building proczram, the 
Treasury’ budget for 1°33 will to- 
tal $254,.000,000, as compared with 
$260.000,000 in the present year.

Federal Judge Permits

HEARING OF MOTICNS 
IS SET FOR SEPT. 8 


Court Thinks Indictments 
for Liquor Conspiracy 
Are Not Severe Enough 
and Directs New Presenta- 
tion of Evidence. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 31.—Leave to 
withdraw his plea of guilty to in- 
dictments for violation of the Fed- 
eral income tax laws was granted 
“Scarface’’ Al Capone in an unex- 
pected court session this morning. 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson 
announced he would reserve deci- 
sion until Sept. 8 on the gang 
leader’s motion to withdraw his 
guilty plea on the indictment for 
conspiracy against the prohibition 
lay. 

The Court gave 
shortly after 10 a. m. 
summoned attorneys at the last 
minute, apparently desiring ,to 
avoid the turmoil of crowds that 
attended vesterday’s session. Only 
Michael Ahern was present to rep- 
resent Capone and he took no part 
in the proceedings. 

Judge Wilkersom gave a brief 
statement of his decision, docketed 
the case for hearing and adjourned 
court. Capone was not present. 

Judge Wilkerson at first intended 
calling the trial for Sept. 8, but on 
request of District Attorney George 
E. Q. Johnson agreed merely to 
hear motions on that date, and 
set the trial for the last week of 
September. 

A Surprise Session. 

Upon adjourning court yesterday 
Judge Wilkerson indicated he 
would give his decision at 2 p. m. 
today and the morning scssion was 
a surprise. 

In a brief statement In open 
court the Judge said he believed 
the specific accusations made by 
the grand jury required a more se- 
rious charge than that contained in 
the liquor conspiracy indictment 
and he summoned the grand jury 
before him and directed that the 
evidence be presented anew before 
it. 

Relative to the agreement be- 
tween Government attorneys and 
defense counsel that the prosecu- 
tion would make certain recome- 
mendations, asserted by the de- 
fense to mean a lenient penalty, 
Judge Wilkerson observed: 


“As the cases are to be tried, the 
interests of justice require that 
there be no further comment on 
the proposed recommendations or 
arrangement that was -attempted 
with reference to it.” 

It was the Court’s insistence yes- 
terday that Capone take the stand 
personally if he solicited leniency 
and that all evidence in the cases 
be presented before him that 
brought the request of the gang- 
ster’s counsel to withdraw his 
guilty pleas and stand trial.

Istanbul Hails New York 
Flight in Less Than 50 
Hours—Coste Banqueted 
at Same Hostelry.

ISTANBUL, July 31.—President 


Mustapha Kemal today invited 
Iussell Boardman and John Pol- 
ando, American trans-Atlantic fly- 
ers, to visit him at Yalova in Asia

The Americans, who set their 


black and yellow plane down at the 
airport yesterday afternoon after 
a non-stop flight from New York 
in 49 hours and 20 minutes, were 
hailed as heroes everywhere today. 
The front page of every newspaper 
was given over to their daring feat, 
and about their hotel great crowds 
gathered hoping to catch a glimpse 
of them. 

Following one. Lindbergh prece- 
dent by setting a mark on the map 
of Europe and hitting it “on the 
nose,”” Boardman and Polando also 
observed another. They slept last 
night in pajamas lent to them by 
the American Embassy, just as 
Lindbergh did when he got his first 
sleep in Paris under the care of the 
late Ambassador Herrick. 

And they slept soundly—despite 
the noise in their hotel resulting 
from a banquet given in honor of 
the group of French airmen, head- 
ed by Dieudonne Coste, who are ir 
Istanbul on an air tour. 

Their Record Unofficial. 

On the strength of unofficial 
data, the Americans have taken 
from Coste the long distance non- 
stop flight record he held with 
Maurice Bellonte, with whom he 
flew 4309 miles from Paris to Man- 
churia. The New York-Istanbu) 
route traveled by the Boardman- 
Polando plane Cape Cod is set un- 
officially at 4986 miles. 

Among the throngs waiting out- 
side the hotel of the flyers today 
—while they slept late into the 
morning—was a little Turkish girl 
who yesterday heard them ask for 
acup of American coffee, the 
Turkish variety being too strong 
for their tastes. With her, the 
girl had a percolator of the kind 
they use in the United States., 

At breakfast hundreds of tele- 
grams of congratulations were de- 
livered to them, among the senders 
being the Turkish Minister for Na- 
tional Defense, the Turkish Avia- 
tion League and the Undersecre- 
tary for Aviation. 

Fazile Shevket Hanim, niece of 
Bedi Bey, 
ish Embassy at ‘Vashington, was 
the Turkish girl who left the per- 
colator full of American coffee. 
which was the first thing they took 
for breakfast. 

They asked that she be teld: 
“We are just bowled, over by that 
coffee. Thanks heaps.”’ 

American Colony Turns Out. 

Virtually every member of Istan- 
bul’s American colony, which is 
250 strong, was at the airmen’'s 
hotel today for an impromptu re- 
ception in their honor. 

The lack of preliminary informa- 
tion here concerning the flight of 
the Cape Cod made the actual ar- 
rival of the American flyers a com- 
plete surprise so far as the vast 
majority of Turks were concerned. 

Only a few Turkish reporters 
were among the small group that 
waited at the airdrome from 
Wednesday midnight to Thursday 
afternoon. But all the Istanbul 
daily papers this morning devoted 
full first pages to the exploit. No 
event has been given so much space 
since Mustapha Kemal’s first ar- 
rival in Istanbul four years ago. 

“Our hearts vibrate before this 
Superb victory of science and hu- 
man will power, and with all our 
minds and hearts we applaud the 
intrepid aviators,” said the Daily 
Djiumouriet. : 
Comment on Boardman’s Reply. 

The paper cited Boardman’s re- 
Ply to a question about why they 
chose Istanbul as their goal. Board- 
man said: “We heard Turkey had 
accomplished miracles and we 
Wanted to see them with our own 
eyes.” The Turkish commentator 
remarked: “And you brought a 
miracie for us to see.” 

The Daily Milliett said: “The 
magnificent achievement of Board- 
man and Polando opens new hori- 
zons to the Turkish mind. When 
we think of America we no longer 
need think in terms of weeks.

Grain Dust Thought to Have Been

Three explosions in rapid succes- 
sion attributed to dust injured at 
least 14 workmen at a Wabash 
Railroad elevator in North Kansas 
City today.

Physicians described as critical 
the injuries of Joseph Tylor, 38 
years old, North Kansas City, su- 
perintendent of an engineering 
company, directing a force of men 
connecting a new unit of the ele- 
vator.

BUND SALESMAN 
NLLEDIN CRASH 
UF FS PLANE 


Jack Shepard, - Chicago, 
Falls From Height of 700 
Feet on Test Flight From 
Lambert Field. 


Jack Shepard, a Chicago security 
salesman, was killed yesterday aft- 


ernoon when his airplane crashed 
from an altitude of 700 feet into 
a butterbean ficld on the farm cf 
Herman Timme, about two miles 
northeast of Florissant. 

Shepard, flying his own ship, a 
Cardinal monoplane, arrived at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field in the 
morning on his way to Kansas City 
on business. Following some minor 
adjustments to the engine Shepard 
announced he would postpone the 
Kansas City trip until today, but 
would take the plane up for a test 
hop. 

He took off shortly after 2 o'clock 
and 15 minutes later word was re- 
ceivei at the airport that a plane 
had crashed near Florissant. 

From the account of witnesses, 
Department of Commerce investi- 
gators deduced that Shepard pulled 
the plane into a stall at an altitude 
of about 700 feet and the ship then 
went into a spin from which ne 
was unable to right it. The wit- 
nesses told of hearing a snapping 
or crackling noise just before the 
crash, but indications were that the 
engine was turning over at near 
top speed when the plane struck 
the earth. Shepard was crushed 
and it was necessary to cut away 
part of the fuselage to remove the 
body. 

The plane struck about 200 feet 
from the Timme farm yard; where 
two small grandchildren of the 
farmer were playing. In addition 
to the Department of Commerce 
investigation, an inquest will be 
held at Overland tomorrow. 

Shepard, who was about 33 
years old, was connected with the 
Shepard Investment and Securities 
Co., Chicago. A licensed pilot, he 
purchased the plane about a year 
ago for his business and pleasure 
trips. Officers of the St. Louis Car 
Co., of which the Cardinal Aircraft 
Co., maker of the plane, is a sub- 
sidiary, said Shepard had no con-)| 
nection with their organization, al- 
though he was known to them. 

Surviving Shepard are his widow 
and 10-year-old son, residing at 
Chicago, and his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred A. Shepard, Des Moines, 
Ia.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, July 31.— 
The dirigiblie Graf Zeppelin com- 
pleted its latest bit of traveling to- 
day when -it settled down in a 
hangar after a seven-day cruise to 
the Arctic.

Police Meet Price of Informer 
Although Slayer Is Still 
at Large.

NEW YORK, July 31.—The 
price which a mysterious inform- 
ant demanded for clews leading to 
a “solution” of the murder of 
Vivian Gordon, was met yesterday 
by New York police although the 
slayer or slayers are still at large. 
A check for $15,000 raised by sub- 
scription. was turned over to Po- 
lice Commissioner Joseph P. Mul- 
rooney by the Patrolmen’s Benevo- 
lent Association to be given to the 
informant. 

The “solution” for which | the 
money is paid was the arrest and 
trial of Harry Stein and Samuel 
Greenberg, who were acquitted of 
the murder last month. Vivian 
Gordon was slain Feb. 25. Chief 
witnesses for the State durin, the 
trial was Harry Schilitten, who 
testified he had driven the car in 
which the woman was killed. 

Commissioner Mulrooney jye:ter- 
day disclosed that the sur given 
by the Policemen's Association rep- 
resented the amount bargained for 
by the unnamed informa when 
he was found.

Lawrence Daugherty, indicted with 
gme Shelton brothers and Art New- 
man, Southern [Illinois gangsters, 
for robbery of a $15,000 consign- 
ment of registered mail at Collins- 
ville in 1925, was placed Wednes- 
day in the Springfield city jail, 


\where hme will be held until Sep- 


tember, when he will be brought 
to trial on that charge. 

Although Assistant United States 
District Attorney Alexander would 
not say whether the Sheltons would 
be brought to trial again, he indi- 
cated there is a possibility that al] 
defendants will be brought up. 

Those under indictment are Carl, 
Earl and Bernard Shelton, Fred 
Wooten, Milford Jones, Art New- 
man and Daugherty. All except 


Daugherty were convicted at Quin- |’ 


cy Feb. 5, 1927, each receiving 25 
years in Leavenworth penitentiary. 
Confined there, they were granted 
a new trial and released on bond. 
Nothing more was done in the case. 
New Indictments Obtained. 
Judge Louis Fitzhenry granted a 


new trial after a Government wit-/. 


ness, Harvey Dunzy, confessed he 
perjured hi If because he had 
been threatened .by Charlie Birger, 
Government witness and Southern 
IHinois gangster. Later the six 
were reindicted and Daugherty 
with them. 

At the time of his indictment, 
Daugherty was serving time in the 
Frankfort (Ky.) reformatory. Last 
week Government officials here 
received notice from the reform- 
atory that Daugherty’s time was 
about up. _He was ordered held 
for the Government and a Ken- 
tucky deputy brought him to 
Springfield. 

Last June 30 Judge FitzHenry 
caused the Collinsville indictment 
to be stricken from the court 
docket with leave to reinstate. 
Frank E. Lemon of Clinton, United 
States District Attorney for this 
district, has announced the case 
will be reinstated and Daugherty 
brought to trial. He could not say 
whether the other defendants will 
be brought up. However, Alex- 
ander, his assistant, explained the 
Sheltons and their accomplices 
could be tried on the charge and 
indicated this may happen. 

Carl Shelton Serving Year. 

The specific charge in the Col- 
linsville case is robbery of the 
United_ F:ates mails. The indict- 
ment reiurned in January, 1928, 
set forth the robbers assaulted 
James Mathias, Collinsville mail 
clerk, and seized a pouch of reg- 
istered letters and currency, 
shipped by the Federal Reservé 
Bank of St. Louis to the First 
State Bank at Collinsville. 

Daugherty is named in the in- 
dictment as Lawrence Daugherty, 
alias Lawrence Matthews, alias 
James Walsh, alias Harry Walsh, 
alias Louis Wagner. 

At present Carl Shelton is serv- 
ing a year sentence in the Dan- 
ville (Ill.) jail for bootlegging. 
Earl Shelton was recently arrested 
off the Miami (Fla.) coast and 
charged with violation of the na- 
tional prohibition act. 


GOV, RITCHIE WARNS BUSINESS 
TO CARE FOR UNEMPLOYED 


Says There Is Danger of Govern- 
ment Being Forced to Take a 
Hand. 

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., July 31.—Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie ef Maryland, told the Vir- 
ginia Bar Association last night 
that if industry and business will 
do nothing about unemployment 
during periods of depression, the

“No thinking person wants the 
State or the nation to provide for 
labor in times of enforced idleness, 
if industry will recognize and ful- 
fill its obligation to do it,” the 
Governor said. “Along one road 
lies the opportunity for initiative 
and constructive effort on the part 
of American business to discharge 
its responsibilities to the labor 


j whose toil and sweat in the shop 


is as essential as the brains and 
directing hand at the desk. Along 
the other road lies, I believe the 
ultimate certainty of legislation 
which may prove hurtful to busi- 
ness itself and to the community, 
a drain on the public treasury, and 
a departure from American insti- 
tutions.” 

Ritchie described himself as a 
“fighting advocate” of “more busi- 
ness in Government and les Gov- 
ernment in business,” but added 
that unless indusecry realizes that 
the problem of unemployment is 
primarily its own, it is going to 
find Government undertaking to 
solve it. This, he said, will put 
Government in business more than 
it has ever been.

HAS PLAN TO KEEP ICt 
OFF WINGS OF PLANE 


Cornell Physicist Would Use 
Heat From Engine to Warm 
Affected Parts. 


By the Associated Press. 
ITHACA, N. Y., July 30. — Dr. 


Merit Scott, Cornell physicist, has 
discovered that enough heat is dis- 


sipated by airpiane engines to 
warm the wings and prevent the 
peril of ice formations. 

There is even the possibility of 
heating the propellor, a part up to 
now lacking in any kind of protec- 
tion against ice. ‘ 

“There has been a general opin- 
ion,” Dr. Scott says, “that the heat 
dissipated by the aviation engine is 
insufficient to maintain the neces- 
sary exposed surfaces of the air- 
plane at or above the freezing 
point of water at ice-forming tem- 
peratures.” 

That this opinion is mistaken he 
found in a year’s experiments and 
calculations in a laboratory at 
Cornell University department of 
physics equipped under a grant 
from the Daniel Guggenheim Fund 
for the Promotion of Aeronautics. 

Pipes Carry Hot Ailir. 

In a refrigerating wind tunnel 
he drove glaze, sleet and sub-cooled 
water particles against small model 
plane wings. In these wings, along 
the leading edges, were pipés car- 
rying hot air equivalent to the ex- 
haust gases from an aviation en- 
gine. The pipes kept the surface 
of the leading edges above freez- 
ing. 

The heat generated at these 
edges flowed backward over the 
wing surfaces. It was pressed 
down there by the rush of the air 
past the wings. It formed a heat 
cushion between the wing surface 
and the freezing water particles. 

Back pressure produced upon the 
engine by using the exhaust gases 
in this manner, Dr. Scott says, may 
be relieved by discharging the gases 
into the air at a point on the wing 
where the pressure is below that 
of the atmosphere. 

Tests Not Made Yet. 

“The propellor may also be pro- 
tected from ice formation,” he 
states. “This may be accomplished 


by conducting the hot gases to the 
interior of a hollow metallic pro- 
| pellor by a sliding valve and allow- 
ing them to discharge from exit 
ports near the propellor tips. Al- 
though no practical tests of these 
methods of preventing ice forma- 
tion have been made, the practica- 
bility and simplicity of these means 
seem available when occasion ne- 
cessitates.,’’ 

Laymen think of air as rushing 
over a completely bare wing sur- 
face. Actually the wing lies in a 
coat of still air, but it is a micro- 
scopically thin coat. The next layer 
of air outward is in motion and 
succeeding layers move with in- 
creasing velocity for this reason, 
Dr. Scott says, if a layer of water 
on the wing is thin, the air forces 
tending to blow it off are exceed- 
ingly small, even though at an al- 
most infinitesimal distance above 
there may be a hurricane.

BUSINES DECLNE 
MORE THAN USUAL 
SEASONAL SLUMP 


Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict Report Shows En- 
couragement in Shoes and 
Beverages, However. 


DEPARTMENT STORE 
SALES DROP 5.3 PCT. 


Average ffor First Six 
Months of Year 11.6 Pct. 
Under Same Period in 
1930. 


A decline in business in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District 
somewhat more severe than the 
usual seasonal trend is noted in 
the monthly review of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis made 
public today. The report covers 
conditions in parts of eight states 


about St. Louis through June ana 
the first half of July. 

Bright spots were observed - in 
production of shoes, textiles, bever- 
ages and certain food products 
where moderate increases over the 
preceding month prevailed. In 
general distribution made a more 
favorable showing than production. 
The trend of commodity. prices 
continued downward. 

Department store sales in the 
district declined 5.3 per cent in 
June as compared with the same 
month a year ago, and sales for 
the first half of this year were 11.6 
per cent of those of the same peri- 
od last year. 

Building Decline Continues. 

Permits for new building con- 
struction in the five principal cities 
of the district during June totalea 
$1,249,000, as compared with $3,- 
700,000 in June, 1930. Postal re- 
ceipts in the same cities for the 
quarter ending June 30 were $4,- 
374,000, a decline of 6.3 per cent, 
as compared with the similar peri- 
od a year ago. Consumption of 
electricity in the principal cities 
was 10.1 per cent less in June than 
in that month of 1930. 

Based on an estimated winter 
wheat price of 35 cents a bushel, 
the report anticipates that farm- 
ers of the district will receive a re- 
turn of $48,809,000 on that crop, a 
decline of $29,373,000 from the avy- 
erage of the two preceding years. 

Freight handled by railroads of 
the district continued in consider- 
ably smaller volume than a year 
and two years earlier. St. Louis 
Terminal Railroad Association in- 
terchanged 188,872 loads in June 
again 186,799 in May and 206,305 
in June, 1930. Passenger traffic 
of the railroads from which reports 
were received declined 22 per cent 
in June as compared with the 
same month last year. Estimated 
tonnage of the Federal barge line 
between St. Louis and New Orleans 
was 86,000 tons, against 140,176 
tons in June, 1930. 

133 Commercial Failures. 

There were 133 commercial fail- 
ures in June, involving liabilities 
of $2,615,417. In June, 1930, there 
were 104 defaults for a total of 
$1,778,914. 

The report maxes the following 
observations with regard to spe- 
cific industries: 

Boots and Shoes—oOrders have 
been booked. in good volume since 
July 1. Factory operations average 
about 95 per cent. June sales were 
10 per cent below the same month 
last year and 33 per cent less than 
in May. 

Clothing—Prolonged hot weath- 


er increased demand for light 
suits. Sales in June 20 per cent 
below May and about one-third 
less than in June, 1930. 

Drugs ang Chemicals—June sales 
§ per cent above that month last 
year, 5.6 per cent below those of 
May. 

Dry goods—Sales declined 13 per 
cent in June as compared with 
May, 1931, and June, 1930. 

Electrical supplies—Hot weather 
stimulated demand for fans and re- 
frigerators. Sales in June 45 per 
cent above May figures, and 6 per 
cent below June, 1930. 

Flour—Production at the 12 lead- 
ing mills during June was 210,563 
barrels, the smallest for any month 
in more than eight years. 

Furniture—June sales 21 per 
cent below same month of 1930 
and one-third below total for May 
of this year. 

Groceries—Volume about equal 
in June to May business, but 8 per 
cent below June, 1930. 

Hardware—June sales slightly 
below those of May and 12 per cent 
below June, 1930. 

Iron and Steel—Demand was 
slack for all sorts. Purchasing by 
railroads fell to lowest point in re- 
cent months. Demands from the 
automotive industry were reduced. 
The outlet through the building in- 
dustry has not broadened. 

Automobiles—Distribution of au- 
tomobiles in June increased as 
compared with May, reversing the 
usual trend. Sales were 7.2 per 
cent above May figures, but 7.1 be- 
low total for June, 1930. The gen- 
eral tone of the market was more 
favorable than earlier in the year, 
but dealers reported a general in- 
clination to wait for fall models 
and perhaps lower prices.

CIGARETTE PRICE ADVANCE 


UNDER U. $. INQUIRY

WASHINGTON, July 31.—An in- 
vestigation into the’ recent simul- 
tancous advance in the prices of 

opular cigarette brands is being 


‘made by the anti-trust division of 


the Justice Department to ascer- 
tain whether the price was fixed 
in violation of law. 

Four of the largest tobacco 
firms are involved in the inquiry. 
They are, the R. J. Reynolds To- 
bacco Co., the American Tobacco 
Co., the P. Isorillard Co., and Lig- 
gett & Myers. 

Announcement of the increase 
in the popular brands was made 
June 24. The charge to jobbers 
was raised 45 cents a thousand, 
bringing the price to -$6.85 a thou- 
sand. 

Although the department made 
no official announcement of the 
inquiry it was officially confirmed. 
It also was learned that no for- 
mal complaint had been filed 
against the companies.

A Defense of Utilities. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 3 
HE editorial on utility “exploitation 
in last Sunday's issue is an affront 

to the intelligence of your readers. So 

for as one can perceive the motive be- 
hind your policy of attac’ on the utilities, 
it rests on the fact that almost everyone 
pays a monthly bill for electricity. To stir 

up an issue concerning them, ergo, has a 

wide popular interest regardless of the 

merits of the criticism. This has been 
the strategy of unscrupulous dema- 
goguery for ages. That demagogues like 

Pinchot, Roosevelt, La Follette and Meier 

should have been elected js no proof that 

the case against tho utilities has merit. 

What are the facts? Electric power 

and light, gas, etc., are being furnished 
to the public at lower costs than in the 
history of the industry, by and large. 
Service is being constantly improved by 
private enterprise in a way that public 
ownership and operation could never 
provide. The list of fai.ures of public 
ownership and operation in all fields of 
endeavor both in this country and abroad 
must be familiar to you. Recently many 
voluntary rate reductions have been 
made in many communities by the utili- 
ties. 
The public is protected from exploita- 
tion by the economic facts Involved: Elec- 
tricity has a highly elastic demand; mo- 
nopoly profit will always be slight when 
this is true; the cost of production is 
subject to the law of increasing returns, 
i. e., the larger the output of power, the 
less the marginal K. W. H. cost. Within 
reasonable Kmits, it is therefore to the 
interest of‘the utilities to cut rates to the 
public so far as possible. The prog- 
ress the utilities can make in lowering 
costs, and thus raising American stand- 
ards of living, depends on the freedom 
with which they are allowed to expand, 
consolidate and in other ways manage 
their own affairs. It is a capitalistic in- 
dustry, i. e., it requires a large amount 
of capital relative to labor. The rating 
of its securities is important in lower- 
ing interest costs. Irresponsible attacks 
like those of the Post-Dispatch, there- 
fore, in the long run have the effect of 
increasing costs to the public. 

Pinchot states that utilities are taking a 
half billion annually out of the pockeis 
of the American people. But the gross 
revenues from domestic consumption of 


electric power only slightly exceed this 
sum, Are we to believe, therefore, that 
the utilities are to invest billions in plant 
without interest return, buy coal, pay la- 
bor and meet all other expenses for noth- 
ing? It would be as reasonable to say 
that the newspapers of the nation are 
filching one and one-half billions ont of 
the pockets of the American people be- 
cause that happens to be the value of 
their output. After all, is not this attack 
on the utilities based on the fact that the 
utilities are now able to earn profits, and 
not on their rates? They are able to earn 
profits because the general price level is 
falling, which is rapidly reducing costs 
of new capital, because interest rates on 
long-term money in the utility industry 
are falling, because remarkable technical 
improvements in generation and distribu- 
tion (such as the amazing reduction in 
pounds of coal per K. W. H.) are lower- 
ing costs, because consolidation of sys- 


“tems ang central station generation are 


the logical developments in economical 
production of power. 

From 1900 to 1920 there was no field 
of investment that proved more unsatis- 
factory than the utilities because the 
steady rise in the general price level, 
coupled with their inability to advance 
rates proportionately, made it difficult, 
if not impossible, to show a profit. Now 
that the swing in prices is in the other 
direction, are we to forget the risks the 
utility runs in a period of rising prices 
and legislate away all economic profits? 
If so, we have socialism, and it is logical 
to extend the principle to other fields, 
particularly newspapers. Let us have a 
super-central government which owns 
and operates and dictates the policies of 
all newspapers. Let us do away with 
free enterprise and private risk-bearing 
in all fields. 

A few other points: All impartial) stud- 
ies made in municipally owned plants in- 
dicate higher costs, higher rates, poorer 
service than in privately owned plants, 
Sometimes, as in the case of the Los An- 
geles plant, the showing is not bad, be- 
cause capital is secured by tax-exempt 
municipal bonds, exemption of plant from 
taxation, low rates on municipal water. If 
exact accounting were followed, it has 
been demonstrated that the Los Angeles 
plant has been run at a loss since if was 
started! . And that loss is being paid by 
the taxpayers. Have we not enough cor- 
ruption in public officials without turning 
an important phase of our economy over 
to the pillaging politicians? Let us con- 
tinue to adhere to the wel] established 
principle of free private enterprise in 
this country, supervised in the case of 
natural monopolies, of course, by fair 
and reasonable regulation such as 
now exists, The public has no grievance 
against Our utilities: If influential pa- 
pers like your own raise unsound issues 
like this, where will it take us but into 
messes like the ‘arm Board, the ship- 
ping situation during the war, ol! lands, 
the tariff, etc? Incidentally, I heartly 
approve of rdenunciation of the tar- 
iff, which is, after all, anvop ty for 
political graft no different than would 
occur under public ownership of utilities.

have acted as detectives, police, prosecutors, inter- 
preters, stenographers and judges. Accused aliens 
have been without counsel. They have had no appeal 
from the department’s despotic power. Husbands 
have been separated from their wives; fathers from 
their children; peaceful, industrious, honest fami- 
lies broken up; women and children thrown upon 
charity in punishment for some technical violation 
of the immigration law.

It is the proud boast of the Secretary of Labor 
that the Government is now expelling from the coun- 
try each month more aliens than it is admitting;

So fanatical has been 
the pursuit of this policy that three alien Commun- 
ists, an Italian, a Japanese and a Chinese, have virtu- 
ally been sentenced to death by the department’s in- 
sistence that they be returned to their native lands, 
where execution in each case seems certain. Mr. Doak’s 
opposition to the Oppenheimer report is well known.

If it is the purpose of the administration to hide 
the truth, it will most certainly fail. Columbia Uni- 
versity has just published a study of “The De 
portation of Aliens to Europe,” by Dr. Jane Perry 
Clark, and the Commonwealth Fund of Boston will 
shortly publish a report by Dr. William C. Van 
Vieck on the administrative control of aliens, both 
of which give facts and cases similar to those record- 
ed by*Mr, Oppenheimer. Suppression of the Wick- 
ersham report, therefore, will be futile. It will, more- 
over, be harmful to the President’s reputation. Mr. 
Oppenheimer is an impartial scholar. His study was 
authorized by a presidential commission; its cost de- 
frayed from public funds; its results transmitted to 
the White House by a disinterested body of lawyers 
and judges. If Mr. Hoover further delays the pub- 
lication of their report, or withholds it until a con- 
gressional resolution demands its release, he will 
clearly be subordinating expert judgment to political 
expediency. His pretensions of reliance upon sci- 
entific inquiry as a guide to public policy will then 
seem shallow indeed. ee

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TWO MORE OCEAN FLIGHTS. 

Flights across the Atlantic have become fre- 
quent in late years that the public attitude toward 
them now has taken on a tinge of dilettantism. A 
flight must be scored well-nigh perfect, in takeoff, 
navigation along the way and arrival on time at the 
announced destination, to be more than perfunctorily 
acclaimed. Blundering flights, even though replete 
with thrills-and terminating in a safe landing, no 
longer are the route to lasting fame. It was the 
misfortune of Clyde Pangborn and Hugh Herndon 
Jr. to leave New York for Moscow on their projected 
world flight, and then to land in Wales. 

Through the same fog that confused Pangborn and 
Herndon, two other flyers, Russell Boardman and 
J ohn Polando, fought their way blindly but unerring- 
ly to land at Istanbul, Turkey, their objective. The 
flight sets a new nonstop distance record—5039.5 
miles, according to naval hydrographic experts—sur- 
passing by 126.7 miles the mark set by Coste and 
Belionte in a flight from Paris to Coulart, China. 


This is an achievement the world will not forget.. 


Amplifying the triumph, the flyers, like Lindbergh, 
reached their destination, and on schedule time. None 
of Lindbergh’s successors has flown directly to his 
goal, though the Justice-for-Hungary flight two weeks 
ago fell only a few miles short. It was a major feat 
of ocean flying that Boardman and Polando accom- 
plished. 


MUST PRISONS BE FORTRESSES? 

When the Wickersham Commission condemns “for- 
tress-like” prisons and urges simple, inexpensive 
buildings of medium security, it may seem, to those 
accustomed to current penal methods, to be taking 
a flyer into impractical idealism. Yet at least two 
examples of how kindly treatment is more effective 
than bolts and bars are available in this country. 

In the Delaware State prison, near Wilmington, 
self-government of prisoners has reached a high 
plane. Only six guards, all unarmed, with never 
more than three on duty at once, are placed over 
the 600 prisoners. The men come and go freely on 
work connected with the prison and its nearby farm. 
Discipline is enforced by loss of privileges rather 
than by punishment. In something more than nine 
years, this prison has progressed from one of the 
country’s worst to a record of 85 per cent permanent 
reform. Despite crowding, there has been no vio- 
lence and no prison breaks; one man who walked 
away was ostracised by his fellows on being returned. 
Delaware, an investigator said, shows at its best 
“the development of the prison into a community on 
a@ basis of co-operation.” 

The second instance is the woman’s prison at 
Rutland, Vt., where are housed about 75 prisoners, 
divided between Federal and State offenders, rang- 
ing from bootleggers to murderers. As described in 
the current Survey Graphic by Sarah Cleghorn and 
Dorothy Canfield, the administration of Miss Lena 
Ross has turned it in 10 years from a somber prison 
to a pleasant home, filled with cheerful residents 
who have begun to live new lives. An 18-foot brick 
wall surrounding the place was removed, and con- 
crete cell blocks were torn out, to be replaced by a 
dining room, a chapel and habitable rooms for the 
inmates. Doors leading to the street are unlocked 
and unguarded, yet only three prisoners, new-com- 
ers, have escaped. Of 370 prisoners in 10 years, only 
six have served second terms. “A prison is nothing 
but a hospital for mind and soul,” Miss Ross says, 
and thus sums up all the reforms sought by the 
Wickersham Commission. 4 

If these two states can make the Plan successful 
for both men and women offenders, there is no rea- 
son why the same goal cannot be attained all over 
the country.

Writer contends natural gas is too expensive to displace coal or artificial product for 
either domestic or industrial use; pipe line costs and difficulties of storage cited as 
reasons; says supply will play out in 20 to 40 years; finds natural gas is not impor- 
tant competitor of mines; cannot reduce business materially, even at full capacity.

(Total coal production 
in this country in 1929 was 608.000,000 
tons.) This same organization estimates 
that natural gas equivalent in heating value 
to only 20,000,000 tons of coal is competi- 
tive at the present time with the latter fuel. 

Artificial gas is cheaper to produce per 
equivalent heat content in the Eastern and 
Central parts of this country than the cost 
of transporting natural gas to that same ter- 
ritory. The natural gas line from Louisiana 
to St. Louis is perhaps the first large in- 
dustrial trunk line to be completed to a 
heavy coal consuming territory. This gas 
is being sold for industrial uses only. The 
local gas company in St. Louis does not dis- 
tribute natural gas at retail, probably due 
to the reason stated. 

The gas pipe line to St. Louis is evidently 
a-severe disappointment to its sponsors, 
never having run at even as high as 50 
per cent capacity to date, although in op- 
eration for over a year. A small amouut 
of the gag has been sold for special uses, 
displacing a little coal and a considerable 
amount of fuel oil. Much of the gas is 
being distributed on short trial runs at low 
prices, far below the original estimated 
realization necessary for profitable opera- 
tion. When the natural gas line into St, 
Louis tried to supersede coal, it was proved 
impossible on a basis profitable to gas.

Seldom has a live tiger’s skin been sold 
more recklessly than when the statement 
is made that natural gas will soon be “the 
industrial fue! of the nation.” The pipe 
lines are not bringing gas 500 to 1000 miles 
to sell for 10 cents or 15 cents per M., ana 
yet that is the limit of the price possibi!i- 
ties in the industrial districts of the United 
States if coal is.to be superseded. Bringing 
natural gas long distances to the cheapest 
and most overcrowded fuel markets in the 
world ts the most nearly perfect example of 
the discredited practice of “bringing coals 
to Newcastle.” 
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While natural gas will doubtless last a 
long time, it is well known that gas has 
played out in the past and will in the fu- 
ture. It hag never been used in the volume 
it is being exhausted today. The available 
gas supply is fairly well gauged by engi- 
neers. The opinion is that the known sup- 
ply will average out for about 40 years at 
present rate of exhaustion. If the rate of 
use is doubled, it will last only 20 years. 
Of course the different gas fields will play 
out at different times. According to the es- 
timates of the gas people themselves, the 
total supply in the so-called enormous re- 
serves of Texas and Louisiana represents 
little over one year's average production 
of coal in the United States. 

The utility gas plant faces a situation 
where a tremendous amount of propaganda 
is put forth by natural gas interests to cre- 
ate a public clamor for natural gas under 
the theory that it is cheap heat. However, 
definite rates are carefully withheld. The 
local gas company faces the situation where- 
by it will have to distribute some natural 
gas in order to placate the natural gas 
interests, otherwise it faces the threat of 
a separate franchise for its distribution be- 
ing applied for and obtained. Therefore, 
many public utilities are coerced into dis- 
tributing it, much against their desire. 

Coal is doubtless losing some tonnage to 
domestic oil and gas, but the bigger tonnage 
that is being retrieved at the present time 
far outweighs the tonnage that is drifting 
away. It is peculiar to note that where coal 
ostensibly is hit the hardest and was hit 
first with competitive fuels, it is gaining 
perhaps faster than in other places. In 
Kansag City, called the natural gas capital 
of th@country. competitive fuels had coal 
on the run until an organized, intelligent 
engineering effort was made on behalf of 
coal. Since that time coal has been gain- 
ing in Kansas City very satisfactorily, 


Mr. Stimson’s Denial

UR distinguished Secretary of State,

A new dress for the old Amer- 
ican standby, lamb stew, anda 
jellied dress at that, is a hot 
weather suggestion the Bureau of 
Home Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture, offers 
to all homemakers anxious for an 
inexpensive dish that is easy to 
prepare in hot weather. Jellied 
lamb stew may sound a little rad- 
ical to some persons, but if soup 
can be jellied, why not stew, the 
bureau asks.

The most dangerous anima! bite 
is the wolf's. Next in order come 
the cat, dog and horse. 

A’ bite through the bare skin is 
more dangerous than one inflicted 
through clothing. The _ clothing 
wipes the teeth of the animal and 
removes much of the 
agent. ; 
A bite on the face is most dan- 
gerous, because of the proximity of 
the wound to the head. 

Not every person bitten by a mad 
animal and icft untreated develops 
rabies. The percentage is about 20 
in 100. In treated cases the death 
rate is less than half of 1 per cent. 

In cdse of a bite by a rabid ani- 
mal, if possible avoid killing it, 
Catch it and isolate it from observa- 
tion. 

If the animal is killed, sever the 
head, pack in ice, and send at once 
to the nearest health department 
laboratory. 

Secure medical help at once. If 
there is a delay, thoroughly cauter- 
ize the wound with fuming nitric 
acid. Other acids and germicides 
are not reliabie. 

Just as soon as possible, see a 
doctor. Do not fail to accept the 
Pasteur treatment if he advises it.
